PRESS GIVE PROGRESS, REACTION TO INDO-PAKISTAN TALKS 
Gandhi 30 Jan Press Conference 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 31 Jan 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] Prime Minister Mrs Indira Gandhi om Saturday offered 
to sign a treaty of friendship with Pakistan. Talking to 
Pakistani journalists accompanying Foreign Minister Agha 
Shahi, Mrs Gandhi also gave a categorical assurance that 
India “will not attack Pakistan, a (no-war) pact or no pact” 


Replying to a question on the Indo-Soviet Treaty, Mre Gandhi said: “Our treaty 
with the Soviet Union is just what it says. It is a friendship treaty. We are 


willing to have a friendship treaty with you." 


Mrs Gandhi saw no reason for Pakistan to have doubts about India's intentions. 
It was India's belief that nothing was more important than improving relations 
with Pakistan and other neighbours. 


Explaining India's stand on the Pakistani no-war pact offer, Mre Gandhi said 
that when India first heard about it, “it was not in a very clear manner...not 
avery direct manner.” a ee ee 
in India's mind. 


It was India which had firet made the offer, and which had all along repeated it. 
Pakistan had rejected it consistently. 


India was surprised st the sudden change in Pakistan's stand. The manner in which 
the offer was made “created an impression as if India was the one waging the war 
and Pakistan was making a magnificent offer." 


In this conmection, Mre Gandhi recalled that when she had talked about the matter 
to the “previous Pakistan leader" (Mr Z.A. Bhutto), he had said that the people 
in Pakistan had become allergic to the term "as it wus India which had used it 
first.” 


She, however, added that having expressed all its doubts, India had expressed 
its willingness to consider the Pakistani offer. 


Mrs Gandhi reiterated that her Government's approach to the offer would be 
positive but cautioned that it could not be reached at one go. 














No Summit Proposal 
Mrs Gandhi saxs.i there was no formal proposal for summit talks with Gen Zia. 


To a question why she did not consider a @ amit meeting with President Zia on 

the no-war pect, Mre Gandhi said there was the danger that if they did not make 
Say progress at such a meeting, they would be left with no other option, “where do 
we go frou here,” she asked. 


Mrs Gandhi said Pakistan's requisition of sophisticated armaments from the U.S. 
had added to tension in the region, “but the basic problem was that the cold war 
was getting hotter.” 


She said India welcomed Pakistan's offer of 4 no-war pact, but immediately it 
was required to create an atmosphere of confidence, trust and friendship so that 
the long-lasting and deep rooted problems between the two countries could be 
tackled and solved. 


In this context, she referred to such problems as visas, trade, tourism, and 
cultural exchanges. 


Past Aggressions 


Asked why she regarded Pakistan as a threat when India was a highly advanced 
country in relaiion to Pakistan, Mre Gandhi replied saying that India had been 
invaded by Pakistan several tines in the past and even row it was in occupation 
of Indian territory. 


When those invasions had been conducted, Pakistan must have known that India was 
on the way to achieve progress, but nevertheless it had zone ahead 


aggressive designs. 


She said Pakistan had recently more than doubled its ailitary strength, where- 
as India had not done anything of the kind. She also menticne; about the long 
land border and coastal border India had to defend making a specific reference 
of the northeast and the Bay of Bengal. 


Asked whether India recognised Pakistan's need in the nuclear field since India 
had carried out a peaceful explosion herself, Mre Gandhi referred to the state- 
ment made by her in Parliament that India took note of Pakistan's assurance that 
its nuclear programe was for peaceful purposes. “But the world is giving a 
different version. If your nuclear work is genuinely for peaceful purposes, 

how can we object?” 


Asked why India should object to opening the Srinagar route to enable people 
on either side of the actual line of control to meet, Mre Gandhi pointed out 
that it was Pakistan which did not agree to the proposal. 

Not in One Round

[Text] New Delhi, Feb. 1.--The four-day talks between 
India and Pakistan have resulted in "a measure of mutual 
understanding" and the discussions will be resumed at the 
officials level in Islamabad in the middle of February. 


The Islamabad meeting would in effect be the precursor of the meetings of the 
Indo-Pakistan joint commission, which the two sides agreed to set up yesterday. 


According to Mr Agha Shahi, the two Foreign Ministers had, apart from trying 

to allay each other's doubts and misapprehensions, addressed themselves to some 
of the elements which would form part of an agreement, if reached. He hoped 
that the next round--Mr B.D. Sathe, the Foreign Secretary, is expected to lead 
the Indian team--would get down to the details. 


Both Mr Rao and Mr Agha Shahi left the Press conference in no doubt that the 
two countries sincerely wished to pursue the non-aggression pact. Mr Agha Shahi 
told an Indian reporter, who had sought his comments on Mrs Ghandhi's reported 7 
offer of a friendship treaty (similar to the one which India has with the Soviet 
Union), that there obviously was not any difference between a treaty or an 
agreement, for the “central provision" of every treaty was to ensure peace and 
non-aggression. 


Answering a question, Mr Narasimha Rio disagreed that he had ever described the 
Pakistani offer as a trap. What India had said was that certain aspects of the 
offer needed to be examined and clarified. "I am glad we had extensive discus- 
sions on all these points and we came to a stage where specific issues could be 
taken up." He was sure that by continuing the current discussion (at the offi- 
cials level in Islamabad), a stage will be reached where the objectives of 

Mr Agha Shahi's visit may be possible to achieve. 





Mr Shahi added that his country's proposals had been made in all sincerity and 
in good faith. 


It was his hope that with his exposition of Pakistan's position during the cur- 
rent talks, he had been able to convince India that Pakistan's was a genuine 
offer. 





Asked if it was not necessary--for any non-aggression pact to be purposeful-- 
for the two countries to have shared perceptions about the security envirgn- 
ment in the region, Mr Agha Shahi said much as he would have preferred “common 
perceptions’ that need not prevent the two from agreeing to live in peace. 


At another point, he did not agree with the view that there was an obvious con- 
tradiction between acquiring arms and signing a non-aggression pact. A non- 
aggression pact could not take away a nation's sovereign right to defend itself. 
The first step, he added, must be to consolidate peace and have a tension-free 
relationship between the two countries. Subsequent moves could be made to get 
over other problems.

[Text] There are moments in the life of a people which, arising but infrequently, 
are the very seminal essence of history itself. Personalities involved with 

them are mere pawns placed there by providence. A failure to recognize these 
occasions, and to respond adequately to their unforgiving challenge, may well 
condemn future generations on account of the inadequacies of the present. It 
is my belief that in the tortured account of Indo-Pakistan relations, yet 
another such moment is with us now. We either comprehend the enormous impor- 
tance of it or, once again, inflict upon the long suffering and mute peoples of 
this subcontinent the consequences of the narrow incomprehensions of a few.

[Text] Ome cannot resist pointing out that when as important a sector of our 
nation's life as its international relations is determined by one individual's 
state of mind, then the last thing we can have is a rational foreign policy. 
You could possibly argue that foreign policy need not necessarily be apparently 
rational but even that conclusion would have to be arrived at through the very 
process of reasoning and through the agency of an institutionalized machinery. 
There would have to be a comprehension of the separation and, indeed sometimes, 
the conflicting requirements of national principles, national interests and 
national goals. 





To all appearances, it is as if the Ministry of External Affairs is doing all 
this. This is far from the reality. The Ministry of External Affairs is no 

more than the mere articulator of a dictated line. There is no institutionalized 
forum where alternative options are analysed and where policy stances are weighed 
against the distilled requirements of national interests--dispassionately, ob- 
jectively and in time-frames which vary from the immediate to the long tern. 

Our foreign policy has been reduced to the level of being the reflection of an 
individual's personal prejudices. Inevitably, one comes to the conclusion that 
foreign policy, as a comprehensive articulation of India's national interests, 
does no longer appear to exist. If that be so, how do we formulate a regional, 
subcontinental or a “Pakistan policy?" 


Basic Structuring 


That is precisely why there is urgent need to move away from the immobility 

of our policy options and to frame something radically different from what has 
earlier been referred to as “Pakistan policy." The basic structuring has to be 
"subcontinental” and thus "Asian." We have to recognize that we are now vitally 
involved with a development of the gravest potential consequence. 


Pakistan, this entire subcontinent and ite ocean peripheries have now become the 
focal point of a direct conflict of super Power interests. The USA treats Pakis- 
tan as lynchpin in its South Asian, South-West Asian and its total Gulf policy. 
To my mind, this is a repetition of an historical error. Understandably, Pakis- 
tan, in search of a substainable national identity, a viable polity, and ever 
conscious of the threat of “value hegemony” that India in some sense represents, 
goes along and aspires towards acquiring just such a "Gulf identity." Yet, as 
with India, the reality of both these countries lies on this subcontinent and 
that is where a resolution of our discord has to be found. That, in essence, 

is what bilateralism ought to be all about. 


On the other hand, for the USSR, a strategic objective of prime importance would 
be the undermining of this U.S. lymchpin. This would be so even if one tempo- 
rarily discounted the use of the argument that “spheres of influence” are like 
ever widening concentric circles. The timeframe, the circumstances, etc. could 
be open to debate, not the fundamental thrust. That is a common threat. It is 
said that this is also the dividing point. A policy schiem lies in the sub- 
sidiary strategic roles that both India and Pakistan seem voluntarily to have 
adopted. 
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Misunderstanding 


How strange that along with bilateraliem and the Simla accord, ve should have 
attempted to bridge the chasm of misunderstanding by suggesting an acceptance 
of our interpretation of “non-alignment™. We have both already joined the 
respective orbits of two feuding behemoths. There is no resolution in that 
kind of a passive limiting of visions and options. We need to reject any sug- 
gestions about the exclusivity of super Power interests and assert our own 
subcontinental and regional identities. It is in such a scenario that we have 
to rebuild our entire relationship with Pakistan. The no-war pact will have 


meaning only in that total concept. 


What else ought we to do? I think we need to raise the level of discussion to 
where it actually belongs, beyond a stereotyped preoccupation with our usual pre- 
judices and secondary issues. We face an extraordinary diplomatic challenge. 

We cannot cope with it if our reactions are as they have been so far both con- 
fused and contradictory, reflecting an equal failure on the conceptual as in- 
deed on the operational front. 


We need a coherent, subcontinental strategy for handling the situation. Both 
nations have to be respectful of the legitimate concerns of the other. We have 
to take into account the short and long term consequences of the arrival of 
foreign troops on a country of this subcontinent. We have to consider the con- 
sequences of geographically contiguous borders with a super Power. We have to 
promote our so-called “Pakistan policy” and dovetail it with our total foreign 
policy. We have to give up the insane luxury of an arms race on the subconti- 
nent. 


The Prime Minister, while warning about the possibilities of a shortfall in the 
Sixth Plan outlay, made the unnecessary point that we cannot give up defence 
preparedness. Who has ever suggested the contrary? Therefore, what better 
opportunity than this to work for peace? Can we not isolate the apparently 
intractables like Kashmir and deal with the greater realities first? A sub- 
continental imperative of the first water is a flourishing Pakistan. For that 
an undeniable reality is lasting peace with India.

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FURTHER REPORTAGE ON CPI-M 1LITH PARTY CONGRESS 
Political Resolution Adopted

[Text] Vijayawada, Jan 29-—-The central leadership of the CPI(M) today secured 
the unanimous endorsement from the lith party congress here to its draft poli- 
tical resolution which reiterated the party's two main objectives. It wants 

strengthening of the broad front with the help of the rival CPI and all possi- 
ble allies in the Opposition parties against the “authoritarian danger" of the 
Congress(I) led by Mrs Gandhi. It also called for the building up of Left and 
democratic forces for “ultimately capturing political power in the country.” 


USA and other capitalist countries and condemnation of the Chinese Communist 
leadership for its alliance with the “imperialist” USA against Socialist Russia. 


PTI and UNI add: The resolution said thet despite the talk of equality and equal 
rights the fact remained that social oppression continued unabated. Harijans 
were forcibly evicted from their land and if they resisted, blood was split. If 
they asked for an increase in wages, or for possession of land alloted to then, 
they were ruthlessly suppressed. Harijans were also subjected to all types of 


discrimination--in the matter of education, employment, housing and even drink- 
ing water. 
The resolution referred to the killing of Harijans in Bihar and the recent atro- 


cities in Deoli, Sadhupur and other places in U.P. Harijane baiting by landlords 
and their hirelings, the police and anti-social elements had become common prac-~ 
tice in U.P., where there was a general breakdown of law and order. 


The resolution pointed out that the root cause of the atrocities was the failure 
of the Congress rulers to give land to Harijans, guarantee them decent wages, 
and set up an effective machinery to protect their rights. Wo Congress plan, had 
made any discernible change in the situation. 3 


The party congress called upon all party units and members to be in the fore- 

front in protecting the lives and property of Harijans and the honour of their 
women, and support their struggle against social oppression. It enjoined party 
unite to draw Harijans into masse organizations and give them strength and cour- 


age in their struggle. 
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Im another resolution the congress denounced Israel for its illegal annexation 
of the Golan Heights. The resolution condemned the USA for supporting the annex- 
ation. It extended its full support to the struggle of the Arab people for get- 
ting Israeli aggression vacated and to the Palestinian people for the establish- 
ment of a Palestinian State. 


The party, which considers Mrs Gandhi's policies to be “authoritarian,” however, 
has mot yet written off her Government as one that has completely sold itself to 
“imperialisn.” 


In the CPI(M)'s view, Mrs Gandhi's Government is cooperating and comprising with 
“imperialiem™ on several foreign and economic issues, thereby endangering the 
sovereignty and independence of the country, according to top party leaders at 
the congress. 


Leadership's Report 
Calcutta THE SUNDAY STATESMAN in English 31 Jan 82 p 7 


[Text] Vijayawada, Jan 30--The llth congress of the CPI(M) today unanimously 
adopted the central leadership's report on the party's performance during the 
past four years, reports PTI. 


With this the central leadership, whose stand on some vital national and inter- 
mational issues had been under attack by a section of the rank and file, scored 
a victory. The congress had yesterday unanimously approved the draft political 
resolution without making any drastic changes though some party members had 
sought substantial alterations in the central leadership's stand. 


However, like the political resolution, the political organization report came 
im for criticism. It authorized the new central committee to incorporate the 
suggestions as well as criticism in the final report. 


The congress endorsed the work of the central committee and the Politburo and 
directed the new central committee to produce the political organization report 
in the light of discussions, suggestions and criticism, Mr M. Basavapunnaiah, 
Politburo member, told a Press conference. 


Mr Basavapunnatah denied speculations of division in the party's top policy- 
making bodies. He regretted that reports were being floated that the party 
general secretary, Mr E.M.S. Namboodiripad, was not keeping good health and 

he (Mr Basavapunnaiah) was aspiring for that post but was not acceptable to all 
the members of the central committee. 


Mr Namboodiripad was keeping perfect health and "I have never been an aspirant 
for any post. I have always refused to hold any post. It is a pledge I took 
a long time back,” he asserted. 


Mr Basavapunnaiah said that between the Jullundur congress and the present one 
the Politburo had met 33 times and the central committee 18 times. No major 
decision had been taken without all the members present, he added. 
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There had been differences only on one issue, that of withdrawing support to the 
Janata Government at the Centre, and that phase was dead now. 


M.H. Jadhav writes: The success of the central leadership of the CPI(M) in obtain- 
ing the approval of the llth party Congress here yesterday for its international 
line of supporting the Russian Communists and condemning the Chinese Communist 
Party has given a boost to its efforts in “seeking a fraternal official party-to- 
party relationship with the Communist Party of the Soviet Union," according to 
Communist circles here. 


The CPI(M) has exchanged in the last two years correspondencewith the Russian 
Communist Party for the mutual recognition of the "fraternal relationship." How- 
ever, nothing has emerged till now. 


The Indian Marxist leadership has been showing its keenness to seek official 
recognition of the CPI(M) by the centre of the world Communist movement in 
Moscow. However, the Russian Communists have not been as enthusiastic as the 
CPI(M) leadership, if not totally lukewarm in their response. 


There have been two main reasons for Moscow's reservations on the issue of 
granting official recognition to the CPI(M). First, the central leadership of 
the CPI(M) did not have a clear mandate from the Jullundur party congress, which 
was held in April 1978. On the contrary, the political resolution adopted by 
the Jullundur congress accused the Russian leadership of following the policy of 
"revisionism" and the Chinese Communists of “dogmatism." 


The Jullundur resolution said that "revisionism and dogmatism have done incalcu- 
lable harm to the unity of the world Communist movement, shattering its united 
will and cohesiveness to organize the forces of revolution." 


Second, the Russian Communist Party did not evidently want to embarrass its 
long-time ally, the Communiet Party of India, by granting official recognition 
to its rival. 


By now obtaining a clear mandate for its policy of supporting the Soviet Union 
and accusing the Communist Party of China of aligning with the “imperialist USA" 
in the Vijayawada political document, the CPI(M) has now established its cre- 
dentials for recognition by Moscow. 


In order to be in the good books of Moscow, the CPI(M) leadership has been co- 
operating with the rival CPI in mass struggles and various trade union fronts. 
The CPI(M) leadership has stopped its characterization of the Moscow-oriented 
CPI as “right Comsunist" and has been underplaying its "ideological" difference 
with that party. 


These developments and the marked change in the attitude of the CPI(M) towards 
the CPI are seen here by Communist circles as an invitation by the Marxists to 
the Russian leadership to grant it recognition. 
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Closing Session, Election

{Text} Vijayawada, January 31. Domestic authoritarianism constituted a threat 
which had to be faced, the CPM general secretary, Mr E.M.S. Namboodiripad, said 
here today while addressing the 600 delegates to the party congress. 


He told them while winding up the debate c= the political and organisational 
report that they had nothing to fear. The party, which was united, needed to 
be further stre~gthened and the organisational gains consolidated. 


The slogans he stressed upon were anti-imperialism, pro-Sovietism for peace, 
broad front with even bourgeoisie parties, like the BJP, on issues like authori- 
tarianism, and left and democratic unity. 


While. Mr Namboodiripad did not spell it out in so many words his warning, as 
delegates saw it, related to the Congress(I) not only on the national level but 
also in key states, like West Bengal, Kerala and Tripura. 


The politburo had its last meeting to dissolve itself making room for a new 
one. The central committee went into session and a unanimous panel of the new 
central committee members was drawn up. 


‘The congress met briefly in the afternoon to approve the panel which had no sur- 
prises but only two new additions. The new committee then selected the entire 
nine-member politburo. 


The central committee elected at the party's Jullundur congress comprised 44 
members, of whom two died and one was expelled since. Out of the remaining 
41, a member from Bihar, Mr S.S. Srivastava, had been negligent even about 
attending committee meetings. 


With the addition of two new members, Mr M.A. Rasul from West Bengal and Mr 
Nandeswar Talukdar from Assam, and re-election of all the 40 old members the new 
com..ttee became 42 strong. It would now co-opt three more members taking the 
total to 45, including nine from West Bengal, six from Kerala, five each from 
Andhra Pradesh and Maharashtra and three from Tamil Nadu. The average age of 
the central committee members is 65. 


At yesterday's official briefing, Mr Basawapunniah, a politburo member, chided 
newsmen for all speculation about the likelihood of his replacing Mr Namboodiri- 
pad as the general secretary. He termed it as “unwarranted and unfortunate." 


"We may have our differences but why this kite flying. I have long been in 
politburo and central committee and have never accepted general secretaryship. 
I want to be a free man and yet go on serving the party and have my own rea- 
sons for it,” he said. 


Mr Basavapunniah then went on to read out portions of the political and organ- 
isational report earlier adopted by the congress unanimously, to reiterate the 
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partys international outlook: the CPM asserts its existence as a Marxist-Leninist 
party and it never allowed itself to be dislodged from that ideologist position. 


He said relations had been established with communist parties in Vietnam, North 
Korea, Romania, Japan, Yugoslavia, Laos, Australia, Kampuchea, Australia and the 
Swedish Left Socialist Party. They invited the CPM to their party congress and 
the CPM in its turn asked for their presence or messages at its congress. "We 
do not dictate nor are we to be dictated," he added. 


The CPM had to assert itself in the face of severe opposition generally from 
world communist movement. Later on these parties came to realise the CPM's 
positionwithin the country and in the context of world developments, especially 
support for the Soviet Union and China, against any attack. 


This “had given us respect of all communist parties. The CPM is willing to 
have fraternal formal relations with all 88 parties if they are interested in 
having it,” he said. 


The CPM reiterated the principles of equality, independence and noninterference 
among communist parties while not abandoning its Marxist-Leninist right to 
express and criticise other parties if considered necessary. It wanted all 
other parties also to enjoy the same right. 


The party disapproved of Euro-communism and supported all socialist countries 
irrespective of reciprocal support from the other side. "We hope this line to 
be followed by all communist parties. Russian or Chinese party cannot ask us to 
accept everything they say. One single centre to discuss policy or world revo- 
lution is not right order," he observed. 


Mr Basavapunniah was asked if the CPM considered the CPSU and the CPC as 
Marxist-Leninist parties. His reply was as long as there was socialism and the 
ruling party did not abandon socialism and did defend socialism, it would re- 
main Marxist-Leninist whatever be the deviations. China itself had admitted to 
left adventurism and sectarianism running amuck. 


He remarked that the July crisis had become a non-issue for the CPM and was un- 
likely to cause any division though it once had created one. 


The political and organisational report also reiterates the organisational tasks 
set by Salkhia plenum of the party, which was never meant for overnight implemen- 
tation. 


Referring to the high age group of politburo and central committee members, he 
said probably in another five years some of them would not be there. "We, 
therefore, want to make the CPM as safe as possible in this regard. We have 
acquired some experience and this process we have started already."

Mr Namboodiripad said the most important problem today was that of peace and 
war. His party wae a ‘partisan of peace and the socialist system,’ he said. 
Whatever differences there were between the CPI(M) and socialist countries, they 
were subordinated as they were part of the international proletarian movement, 
he added. 


Referring to the criticism that the CPI(M) was ‘soft’ to the Soviet Union, he 
said, “we have never been anti-Soviet nor anti-China." 


Mr Namboodiripad said on the question of India's relations with foreign coun- 
tries, his party had been fighting and would continue to fight for "relations 
of cooperation" with all socialist countries, which had been fighting the "im- 
perialist forces." 


"At the same time, we want to further strengthen relations with the Soviet 
Union since we feel that the continued cooperation with the country and 
normalisation of relations with China will be a guarantee of peace and India's 
independence," he said. 


He called for coordinating the struggle of the working class against the authori- 
tarian forces and said the general strike of 19 January, was a good beginning 

in this direction. All the left and democratic parties had to unite to fight 
the ‘bourgeois-landlord regime,’ he said. 


Other speakers strongly attacked the growing atrocities on Harijans and other 
weaker sections and asked the CPI(M) workers to mobilise those most deprived 
sections of the society into mass organisations in order to fight for their 
rights and better their lot.

[Text] Politburo Disarms Rebels 


Vijayawada, February 4. The debate at the llth congress of the CPM, which con- 
cluded here on Sunday with a five-lakh strong open rally, centred on five car- 
dinal issues, related more to theparty's political strategy and its organisational 
performance over the past four years than to its future plans, discussions with 
party leaders reveal. 


These issues focused on the principal differences--at times exaggerated, but 
nevertheless real, if no longer sharp--between the party's top leadership and 
some delegates to the congress, primarily, although not exclusively, from West 
Bengal. 


Janata Break-Up 


The five issues were: 1) the CPM's position vis-a-vis the Soviet and Chinese 
communist regimes and parties; 2) Its conduct during, and more importantly, 
immediately after, the July 1979 break-up of the Janata Party; 3) Weakness in 
the party organisation and the growth of autonomy in its state units (or as the 
central leadership terms it, "federalism"; 4) The party's stand on the question 
of remunerative prices for agricultural produce; and 5) The work of the party 
in what it regards as mass front organisations: trade unions, kisan sabhas, 
student, youth and women's associations, and also its parliamentary wing. 


The four-day debate--occasionally heated, never quite acrimonious, and generally 
fairly lively, according to all first-hand accounts--ultimately led to a complete 
triumph of the central leadership's position and to a reunification of the main 
functionaries of the party round the prospectives deriving from the former. 


"The talk of factionalism and especially of bitter dissidence within the party | 
appears ludicrous at the end of the congress," several senior CPM leaders beling- | 
ing to different states told this correspondent. "Foremost of the differences 

between the top leadership and the state level delegates were resolved through 

discussions held by politburo members with them even before the congress began. 

And at any rate, the congress ended up with the minority positions taking the rap-- 

and a hard one at that--from the party's central leadership. 


The party leadership--the nine-member politburo--first disarmed the dissidents 
by pointing out their “vacillations" and shifts and inconsistencies in their 
organisational "deviations." Thus, on the "July crisis" issue, it argued that 

a majority of dissidents--some West Bengal leaders--had shifted their stand from 
one of total support to the politburo and central committees backing for the 
no-confidence motion against the Morarji Desai government in mid-1979, to 
criticising the central leadership in what has been inappropriately called the 
“alternative draft," namely, the political resolution of the West Bengal state 
conference preceding the party congress. 
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The politburo pointed out that both Mr Promode Dasgupta--who attended the polit- 
' buro meeting of July 12, 1979, when the position support the no-confidence 
motion was unanimously adopted--and Mr Jyoti Basu--who attended the July 20, 
central committee meeting which, again unanimously approved the politburo's 
decision—had agreed to stand by the party centre, but later turned tail be- 
fore their West Bengal colleagues, and revised their stand, apparently on 
account of purely local considerations. Similarly, all except one central 
committee member from West Bengal, changed their posture because they felt 

that the fall of the Morarji Desai government--which had agreed to leave state 
ministries alone--would jeopardise the left front ministry. 


Party Unity 


Mr E.M.S. Namboodripad vigorously defended the politburo's draft organisational- 
political report which reiterates the central stand on the July crisis, quoting 
from the majority central committee document, "Election Review," July 1980, and 
plainly tells the state committees to exert greater efforts to educate party 
members on the lines of the central committee's decision, even if these may not 
carry conviction in all the states immediately: The party must remain "unified 
around the accepted majority line." 


Apparently, no ome countered Mr Namboodripad strongly on this issue at the 
congress. And according to all available accounts, the party's stand of lending 
support to Mr Charan Singh's coalition, as distinct from its opposition to Mr 
Desai, was not criticised sharply by any delegate, although the leadership was 
considered somewhat vulnerable on this point. 


While this might be explained by the argument that the July crisis is no longer 
directly relevant to a discussion of the party's policies, it is less easy, said 
two delegates, to explain why the organisational conclusions drawn by the party 
leadership from the conduct of the West Bengal leaders were not countered by 
them. 


The Bengal leadership came in for repeated criticism for "federalism" in the 
political-organisation report adopted by the congress. "Federalism," the 
politburo argued at the congress, quoting profusely from Stalin on democratic 
centralism, "denies the principle that a real communist party can only be built 
from above, that is from the party centre." 


In flouting central directives, not only on the July crisis but also on the hold- 
ing of a state plenum within three months of the October 1980 central committee 
meeting, in making no effort to send a contingent to the March 26, kisan rally 
held last year in New Delhi, in failing for over four years to report periodically 
to the party centre on the functioning of the left front government and in not 
coordinating its work with the party centre, the West Bengal unit, said the top 
leaders had violated the cardinal organisational principle of the party. 


The Tripura, Orissa and Kerala units also came in for some criticism on this 
score, but the principal target was the West Bengal leadership. The latter, 
however, did not put up a strong fight at the congress, although one of its 
delegates pointed out practical difficulties in implementation of central direc- 
tives.

[Text] Washington, Jan. 28--In two confidential memoranda that have served as 
the basis of new decisions by the institution's, Executive Board, the World 

Bank President, Mr A.W. Clausen, reveals a line of thinking and an approach quite 
close to the positions staked out by senior officials of the Reagan administra- 
tion. To be fair, it must be noted that there are nuances of differentiation 
and, in the case of the International Development Association, at least an implied 
criticism of the United States for not being more forthcoming than it is. 


Both World Bank Executive Board documents have been made available to THE HINDU. 


The first memorandum presents an “emergency plan" to cope with the current sta- 
tus and travails of IDA-6. It is a response to U.S. actions in a double sense— 
it is occasioned by severe retrenchment iaposed on IDA commitment authority for 
fiscal 1982 and by the uncertainty of the remaining part of the programe, and 

it responds to demands for an immediate reorientation of the lending plan of the 
International Development Association. 


"Graduation" 


The second memorandum pursues the idea of “grs4uation” from berrower's status in 
the International Bank for Reconstruction and bevelopment. At a time when the 
World Bank faces a number of far more pressing problems (above all, the problem 
of putting together IDA-7, and expanding energy lending on anything like the 
scale proposed by Mr Robert McNamara before he stepped down), this issue 
appears to have been forced to the top of the institution's agenda by the United 
States on conservative ideological grounds. The point is that, whether on his 
own steam or otherwise, Mr Clausen has chosen to fall in line, to a noticeably 
greater extent than his predecessor. 


The memorandum titled "Status of IDA-6--issues for broad consideration” presents 
the implications of a shortfall of $1.5 billions in IDA commitment authority in 
fiscal 1982, in relation to the original plan. 


The “emergency plan" it proposes for the second year (and in some instances for 
the second and third years) of IDA-6 has the following components: “Temporarily 




















hardening" the blend of IBRD and IDA resources in a number of low income coun- 
tries, to the extent permitted by "creditworthiness considerations": cutbacks in 
IDA lending for the current year, with the brumt of the reduction borne by 
countries in the South Asian region: accelerating the “graduation” of several 
lower middle income countries that are at or near the IDA eligibility limit 
based on per capita income levels: and attempts to supplement the volume of re- 
sources through “special contributions" from non-U.S. donors and from "addi.- 
tional programmed co-financing with bilateral aid agencies." 


India Worst Hit 


Not unexpectedly, given the realities within the institution, and perhaps not 
unjustifiably, given the competing claims, the Clausen lending plan for fiscal 
1982 brings down the share of South Asian countries from a level of $2.773 
billions (67.8 percent) according to the original plan, to $1.58 billions (60.8 
percent). India, whose officials have until the last stuck publicly to an ex- 
pectation of $1.6 billions bears the brunt of the IDA retrenchment. 


Some of this would, obviously, be the same whoever were World Bank President, 
and whether there were a Republican or Democratic administration in this country. 
Nevertheless, the closeness in the zpproaches of the incumbent World Bank 
President and the Reaganite Deputy Secretary of the Treasury cannot be missed. 


The internal document on "Graduation from the bank" asserts that “graduation of 
borrowers is a firmly established principle and a long standing practice in the 
Bank. Essentially, graduation reflects the achievements of a country in reaching 
a level of development, a management capacity and access to capital markets." 


The Clausen plan seeks to implement a new graduation policy by establishing "a 
firm benchmark....which will trigger eligibility for graduation." Claiming to 
pick up an approach that surfaced within the institution in 1973, it intro- 
duces the use of a per capita GNP figure of $2560 (in 1980) to "trigger the 
formulation of a phase-out programme for the country." This is measured to be 
the equivalent of the $1000 per capita trigger adopted in 1973. 


It is proposed that "graduation" from borrower's status in the World Bank should 
be treated "flexibly" taking into account the country's “overall economic situa- 
tion and its capacity to sustain a long term development programme with particu- 
lar reference to two important factors which influence the pace of graduation-- 
access to external capital markets on reasonable terms and the extent of pro- 
gress in establishing key institutions for economic and social development." 


Normally, it is noted, the phasing down process should be completed within five 
years. Mr Clausen cautions that the World Bank must be “sensitive, in phasing 

out its lending, to assure that graduation is understood by the private markets 
as a positive step and a measure of confidence in the economic management of the 
country--lest the very act of graduation has the unintended impact of damaging 
creditworthiness." Are qualifications such as these designed to provide a "sub- 
jective," politically determined loophole in the operation of objective per capita 
income criteria? 
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Mr Clausen's memorandum shows nine countries as having graduated from borrower's 
status in the IBRD since 1972. 


Similarities 


Some of the more outspoken critics of the Clausen approach among developing 
country representatives point to the similarities between this and the policy 
stance publicly adopted towards the institution by the Reagan administration. 

In a recent address on "The future role of the World Bank group" in a Brookings 
Institution conference, Mr R. T. McNamar, Deputy Secretary of the U.S. Treasury, 
declared that "a major focus of development policy must be the generation of 
non-aid capital flows." Within this context, he identified the following neces- 
sary components of "a development capital continuum," in which the institution 
as well as the development process had to be placed: 


--"The poorest developing countries receive the most concessional aid through 
IDA, for example, with little non-concessional financing." 


--"As they reach progressive stages of ‘maturation,’ they become blend countries 
receiving IBRD financing." 





--"Co-financing with private sources gradually becomes a greater component of 
their external flows. Such co-financing can occur with the development banks' 
regular lending as well as with the International Financial Corporation (IFC)." 


--"Finally, at the graduation stage, official lending which by then is a very 
small component ceases entirely. Indeed, such countries can become providers of 
capital for the development efforts of others." 


The senior Reagan administration functionary served notice that “in our view, 
World Bank group lending should be seen in this continuum and judged against 
its ability to assist borrowers in moving through it." 


"No larger replenishments' 





Specifically on the IDA programme, Mr McNamar said: “We cannot expect larger 
and larger replenishments for concessional financing. The political and econo- : 
mic realities will not permit it." Stating that the United States eagerly awaited 
"the specifics of the promised Bank initiative regarding repackaging IDA," he | 
declared that the key issues which must be faced in any proposed IDA were the 

"length of maturities, including the possible acceleration of repayment schedules: 

fees and rates charged: conditionality: and relationship to blend lending." 


Among other things, he demanded that private co-financing “must be more actively 
marketed by the MDBs" (Multilateral Development Banks) and that “the co-financ- 
ing package must be made more attractive to the private banks," and noted that 
within the next year or two the Clausen World Bank “hopes to see the number of 
private co-financing operations reach 50 per year...or nearly one project in 
three."

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FRENCH IMPORT CURB SAID TO ENDANGER INDIA

[Article by Batuk Gathani: "French Move To Curb Imports Will Affect India] 


[Text] London: France has threatened to reduce the level of all imports includ- 
ing those from the Common Market countries, in some cases by 30 to 60 percent, 
and this is being interpreted as the most serious threat to the free trade con- 
cept of the Common Market. 


The French move could have a cataclysmic effect on trade relations among the EEC 
members who on Tuesday deplored it. 


And all this, coupled with the breakdown of the budget negotiations in the Euro- 
pean Community earlier in the week, means that the Community is heading for a 
critical period in its internal evolution and its relations with trading part- 
ners. If there is no improvement in the recessionary world trading conditions 
in the coming months, the West European countries will go in for protectionist 
moves and bar imports not only from their European trading partners but from 
other developed and developing countries. 


Japan will be the first casualty, closely followed, albeit in a much less 
volume, by semi-industrialised countries in Asia. 


India's export effort 


India for example, is making desperate efforts to improve its exports to Europe 
in a bid to reduce its large and still growing trade deficit with the EEC. 
Following this month's visit of an EEC delegation to Delhi, a working group has 
been formed and it would meet in Delhi next March to discuss problems regarding 
certain commodities. 


India's current two-way trade is less than a quarter per cent of the EEC's 

total trade, and so what India does or feels does not matter here. But from 
India's viewpoint, the European Community ranks among its most important trading 
partners. India's current trade deficit will be larger than in 1980-81 when it 
was an all time high at Rs 1270 crores compared with Rs 107 crores in 1977. 


The 1981-82 trade deficit figure is likely to be about 15 to 20 per cent more 
according to informed sources in Brussels. 
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In simplistic terms this means that Indian exports to EEC are falling at an 
embarrassing rate while Indian imports from there have soared following the 
liberalised imports policy introduced in 1978. 


EEC's argument 


The EEC delegates told their Indian hosts in Delhi a few days ago that there was 
no protectionism in Europe and quota restrictions on Indian products were limited 
to textiles and shoes. But if the current mood in Brussels is any indication, 
India will find it increasingly difficult to expand its export trade with the 
EEC countries, particularly this year. 


To start with the French are about to upset the free trade applecart in Europe. 
Once this happens, other countries will follow suit because all of them are in 
the same predicament. French industries, particularly those belonging to the 14 
industrial sectors which enjoy subsidies and tax concessions, are in a bad way, 
losing heavily on account of fierce competition from better and cheaply produced 
items from the other Common Market countries. To save jobs and to ensure that 
these industries do not go broke the French Government is planning imports con- 
trol. 


This means that other European countries‘ exports to France will be severely 
restricted. The Dutch and Italian Trade Ministers said on Tuesday that such an 
attack by France on free trade in the EEC would be in defiance of the Treaty of 
Rome and could start a chain reaction elsewhere in the EEC. 


Crisis in EEC 





The scale of the current crisis in the EEC is underlined by the decision of the 
Community Council of Ministers on Tuesday to take the European Parliament to the 
European Court for the way in which the 1982 EEC budget was adopted. If the 
French proposal triggers a protectionist movement in the Community, countries 
like India should look elsewhere for expansion of trade. 


As it is, there is growing prejudice in the European countries against increasing 

imports of cheaply manufactured consumer items from the labour-intensive indus- ) 
trial sector. The French move will provide an ideal pretext to curb imports 
not only from fellow European Community countries, but also from Asian coun- | 
tries, particularly South Korea, Taiwan, Hong Kong, Singapore and India. 


It will be difficult to restrict Japan because of global political and strategic 
considerations.

[Text] India has put up proposals to the World Bank for loans amounting to 
over 650 million dollars for oil exploration, expansion of refineries and lay- 
ing of gas pipelines, reports PTI. 


Official sources said that a major loan of 300 million dollars was sought for 
the development of the offshore gas field in south Bassein. The natural gas 
from here will be used as feedstock for a string of fertiliser plants planned 
to be set up in the sixth Plan period. Four of these plants will be set up 
in Uttar Pradesh and one each in Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan. 


The request for the loans was understood to have been put across to the World 
Bank over a period cf time. The loan for the South Bassein development figured 
prominently during the recent visit of World Bank president Clausen. 


The other loans totalling 200 million dollars will cover the expansion the Co- 
chin, Madras, Bombay and Visakhapatnam refineries which is already under way 
and another 125 to 175 milliom dollars for oil exploration in the Godavari 
basin. 


A decision on the loans is expected to be taken early since the development of 
energy resources is high on the priority list of the World Bank. 


Some discussions have already taken place in regard to the loan for the Godavari 
Basin.

[Excerpts] [Statement] Concerning the delivery of letters, my letters have 
been lost many times. Based on what I know, letters from abroad certainly do 
not get lost at the starting point. Their postal system is very modern. I 
think they are lost in our country (this is not slander), and I know further 
that many letters are in the same position as mine. The letters are lost, or 
are first opened before being sent to the recipient. Why does it have to be this 
way? Shouldn't this action be considered as violating democratic rights? 


As far as the matter of missing ‘\etters is concerned, I especially want to say 
frankly that the money that was sent in the envelopes along with the letters is 
not safe at all. 


There have been many times when my letters were lost. When a letter is found and 
examined, if a person is honest, he should bring the letter to the recipient of 
the money and should divide it equally and exchange it at the government rate, 
“who would not be glad to do so?" Nobody minds giving some money to the state. 
But in this case, someone simply took the money. If it happened to you, the 
editor, wouldn't you feel upset about it? 


I wrote this letter to the editor this time in order to remind the officials 
concerned to be honest in their duty under the law of the international postal 
regulations, including human rights. 


[Answer] According to postal service regulations (sending letters), it is abso- 
lutely certain that nobody else has the right to open the letters except the 
recipients (international regulation). However, in our country there is an 
exception because of the situation. You must already know what this situation 
is like, especially for police officers. They have the right to inspect all 
letters where they suspect the correspondent would be harmful to the government 
and the nation. First of all, you must understand that nowadays we are fighting 
a life and death struggle between socialism and capitalism. Therefore, any con- 
tacts with foreign countries which are not socialist must be checked extra 
carefully...the right the officers exercise in checking the packages and letters 
is the right to carry out their duty. It does not violate sovereignty.

Sending cash along with letters is against the rules, but if it is a check or 
money order or a formal authorization, then it is all right. For details con- 
cerning this problem, you should go to see the postal officers and ask them to 
explain further. We think the safest way to send money is to follow the postal 
regulations, but you yourself did not do it the right way. Then when it is lost 
you give out a hue and cry, and that is not right.

As for me, the problem that worries me is that our sisters, daughters, and 
nieces nowadays appear to be having miscarriages, abortions and steriliza- 
tions done rather consistently. 


When thie happens, MEGNING LAO, what do you think about it? Would it not touch 
on the party's policy of population growth? 


Therefore, I would like to ask you to explain this problen.

[Answer] Dear Aunt Somchai: 


First of all, MEGNING LAO would like to thank you for your concern about our 
sisters, daughters, and nieces’ way of life, and for bringing this problem up 
for discussion. Actually, it is a problem we should pay attention to, and 
there are many others who are also becoming interested in it. 


In fact, what you say is true. In the past, a number of our sisters, daughters, 
and nieces went to have abortions and sterilizations for many reasons. For 
example, some did so because of health problems, and they cannot have any more 
children. Some have already had many children, and they cannot afford to have 
any more so they asked permission from their unit, and had the abortion or 
sterilization after the approval of the unit. However, there are a number of 
our sisters, daughters, and nieces who have very few children, but who do not 
want any more, and others who have children, for whom the unit did approve 
this. So the women paid someone outside the hospital to do the sterilization 
or abortion for them, which is illegal and risky. Because of doctors’ care- 
lessness, some people's lives were endangered, and then the patients were 
rushed to the government hospital. MEGNING LAO would like to express its 
opinion on this problem, as follows. 
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1. Sisters, you must be responsible for yourselves. Do not let yourselves 
have too many children. If you do not want any more children you should do 
it the right way by consulting a doctor. You should not have an abortion or 
sterilization illegally, which is risky. Your life can be endangered, and it 
would increase the burden on government hospitals. 


You should not rush to have sterilization if your health is still in good con- 
dition, and you have not yet had many children. If you did, then when you 
want to have more children later you would be disappointed and unhappy. 


In case of necessity due to a job problem or a health problem, you have to 
report to the unit. After you are permitted to do so, you can have the abor- 
tion or sterilization in a government hospital to guarantee your safety. The 
[Women's] association committee for each level must pay attention to this prob- 
lem by educating and sharing opinions of how to solve the problem in the right 
way. 


2. Our party has always cared about women and small children. This is expressed 
in the mother and child health care policy. If we have abortions or steriliza- 
tion for no reason, it would certainly touch on the party's policy of popula- 
tion growth. However, in a case where it is necessary the unit would approve 

in order to save the mother's life, who is one unit of the population. 


The fact that we all raise our families is because we want to be happy; we want 
our children to be healthy in order to continue our nation's affairs in the 
future. For that to happen, when the babies are born the parents have a re- 
sponsibility for bringing them up, educating them, and training them in the 
right way. If we let ourselves have many children, and are not able to raise 
them well enough as we should, they will grow thin and unhealthy.

When this happens parents do harm to their children and to their nation. 


Therefore, in order to assure long-lasting happiness, you sisters must talk it 
over with your husbands and come up with a mutual agreement as to the number 

of children that you can afford to take care of. You should be interested in 
following what is happening in the medical field, and in learning more from 
those who have had actual experiences. This problem demands the decision and 
the unity of primarily the husband and wife. We should not be selfish in think- 
ing about short-term enjoyment; we must think in the long term about our families 
future. 


This is the only opinion that MEGNING LAO can give you. No matter where you 
are, if there are any of our sisters who participate in unsafe activities as 
such, we ask the women's association committee for each level to advise them 
in the appropriate way. This is to assure the safety of the health and lives 
of those mothers, and the long-lasting happiness of our families and our 
children in the future.

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PRICE INCREASES, LOSS OF STATE GOODS TO FREE MARKET DISCUSSED 
Vientiane VIENTIANE MAI in Lao 12 Sep 81 pp 2,4 
[Conversations With the Editor colum: "Price Controls™] 


[Excerpts] [Statement] 1. A good-sized number of state goods has been lost to 
the free market. When this happens, does it mean that when we know and recog- 
mize them in the free market we can seize the goods, and send them back to the 
state market? What should we do about it? 


2. The goods were divided up for the stores, and after the account was reported 
to the offices and organizations and was paid, when it came time to pick up the 
actual goods there were none, or some things were missing. What are the reasons 
for this? 


3. How can we control prices in the free market? What measures can we take 
with those who hoard goods to take advantage to raise prices? 


[Answer] 1. The problem concerning the loss of goods to the free market is a 
result of inefficient management. This has opened a loophole for bad people to 
take advantage of. It is difficult to solve this problem. First of all, the 
control cadres must pa) attention and strictly follow up the inspection and con- 
trol, firmly grasp the party and the government orders concerning the system of 
government and social control. Go back and read carefully the order on “Problems 
Concerning Improvement, Reform, and Increasing Economic Control." Then you will 
understand. (VIENTIANE MAI will excerpt some parts for readers in a future 
issue.) 


As for the question of whether to seize the goods you saw in the free market, 
many people might attempt to do so and think such action was appropriate, but 
VIENTIANE MAI says it is not the right thing to do. Why? Because it is not a 
good way to solve the problem. Besides, it might lead to more problems. The 
right way is to go to the source. Improvement is necessary, and we must under- 
stand how the buyers and sellers think, and at the same time strict measures 
must be established for the state stores. Speaking simply, the control system 
must be strengthened based on the principles and goals of the party and govern- 
ment order that was issued. 


2. It is the fault of whoever reported and did not check the actual amounts. 
This is a problem involving a lack of coordination. This means that the one who 
writes the orders and the one who actually sells the goods are not working 
together. 
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3. According to the Seventh Plenum “price indicates the value of the goods 
that include the labor of society." Briefly, price plays the most important 
role. If the price is set properly, the economy will expand. On the contrary, 
if the wrong price is set, it can weaken the economy. Therefore, the price is 
a lever of the economy. In Laos especially, the price of goods is related to 
the market outside our country, especially the capitalist market (Thailand). 
The government sets prices. Meanwhile, however, the local government is basic- 
ally the one that sets its own appropriate price. According to a document con- 
cerning control of the private economy, the government passed the policy to 
encourage production, a market control policy, and the use of appropriate prices 
that agreed with economic obligations in order to strengthen and increase the 
relationship between the government and the private sector, such as farmers and 
makers of handicrafts. Therefore, when we combine these principles and compare 
them with actual practice, we can see that the application is still weak in the 
base areas. It is difficult to solve this problem. The sectors concerned must 
study, and grasp all the theory of the party and the government. Otherwise, it 
will undoubtedly affect all workers. 
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VIENTIANE PLAIN DEVELOPMENT PROJECT WILL BOOST FOOD PRODUCTION 
Vientiane VIENTIANE MAI in Lao 28 Oct 81 pl 


{[Article: “Project To Expand Production at South Vientiane Plain and That Louang 
Pond" ]} 


[Text] The South Vientiane Plain and That Louang Po id project was set up after 
the Lao People's Democratic Republic was established. The purpose of the project 
was to encourage agricultural production. 


To reach this goal, recently, the South Vientiane Plain and That Louang Pond 
project was speeded up to completion in order to guarantee good results for the 
people's production, for example, by encouraging formation of agricultural 
cooperatives, irrigation, dams, etc. 


Prior to October 23, in order to carry out the job at the level which was set, 
the South Vientiane Plain and That Louang project has organized its first agri- 
cultural co-op meeting whose aim was to summarize ways to solve problems, to — 
study, and to discuss various problems in order to make the work at hand appro- 
priate to the actual problems, and to set up a model center based on unity and 
cooperation in which there would be representatives of farmers from five [as 
published] cantons in different regions, as follows: Salakham, Bo-0, South 
Sithan, and Ban Hom. There were 100 people who participated. 


Mr Saisamon, who was responsible for the meeting, told us that under the guidance 
of the Ministry of Agriculture, Forestry, and Irrigation, this project, involving 
a total area of 4,500 hectares, was set up as a focal point to continue the 
intensive agriculture carried out in the past, to make this resource prosper as 
an example to others throughout the country. 


Based on the above conditions, the project will increase the number of seasons 
for cultivating and will use new techniques for intensive agriculture. The 
greatest emphasis was on the irrigation and good seed stock of 2,700 hectares, 
planting subsidiary crops on l, hectares, fish farming on 45 hectares, rais- 
ing 2,000 pigs, and setting up two stations for model fish farming. If this 
project is set up as expected, it will yield 400 tons of fish per year. 


Mr Saisamon added that normally rice production in the above area is 3,000 tons 
per year, but when the irrigation system is completed, and the basic conditions 
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are improved, the rice production per year will be three to four times higher. 

This will supply Vientiane markets for up to one-third of the amount needed for 
people in Vientiane City and Province. Besides this, corn and good strains of 

tebacco crops will be produced in greater amounts. 


To carry out the South Vientiane Plain and That Louang Pond project, the agri- 
cultural co-op meeting will take place for 15 days. 


The representatives who will participate in this meeting are those who have 
learned from past experience, and who will share their valuable ideas to make 
this meeting a success.

As for improvement, besides divid- 
ing and assigning cadres for appropriate jobs based on individual knowledge and 
capability, the meat and fish shops have been newly improved and the same in- 
provement has been carried out for other kinds of work on a continuing basis. 


Khamthon Phimmason added that improvements were made along with the diligent 

_ performance of tasks by our workers, giving effective results. The actual re- 
sults are as follows: In the past 8 months we have been able to take fish 

from Tha Lat to sell to cadres at the central echelon and in te province. The 
total amount is 152 tons, 257 kg of fish. There were 629 kg of buffalo seat, 
492 kg of beef, 2,562 kg of pork, and a quantity of poultry.

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NATIONAL SEED STOCK PRODUCTION CENTER DESCRIBED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 4 Nov 81 p 3 


[Text] After the establishment of the LPDR our party and government set the 
direction for building the economy by making agriculture and forestry the 
foundation for expanding industry, a step at a time, for the nation’s advance 
toward socialism. With this intention the Ministry of Agriculture, Forestry, 
and Irrigation urgently attended to its functions. So in the past 5 years 
many projects were undertaken with satisfactory results. 


The National Seed Stock Production Center is one such project administered by 
the Department of Land and Cultivation Control. This center is located about 
30 km northeast of Vientiane City. 


Comrade Sian Saphangthong, chief of the center's executive committee, stated 
"The National Seed Stock Production Center was established in 1978 with the ob- 
jective of producing seed developed from experimentation. Good results were 
obtained by the Salakham Experimental Station and large quantities of seed were 
distributed daily throughout the nation for the people to plant." The seed 
produced at the center is chiefly rice, corn, soybeans, mung beans. Vegetables 


are secondary. 


From the year that it was first established the center has produced 170,560 tons 
of various kinds of seed, among these, 170,000 tons of rice, 210 tons of corn, 
150 tons of soybeans, 100 tons of mung beans. In addition, it produced a quan- 
tity of vegetable seed. 


"In 1981," Comrade Sian said, “according to estimates they will produce 150,000 
tons of rice and 500 tons of cornseed. Up to now the rice is being stored quickly 
and a second crop of corn is already planted.” 


Comrade Sian told us again, “Besides the production of stock seed the center 
has the function of training cadre to grow stock seed. During the month of 
August 1981 more than 30 cadre from all over the nation completed the first 
training session.” 


The center consists of three high and five mid-level technicians, eight basic 
level specialists, and 20 workers. This program has received aid from the 
World Food and Agriculture Organization and cooperation from experts of all 
socialist nations also. From this foundation it is believed that in this first 
5-year plan the center will be able to produce sufficient stock seed of varied 
types and distribute them to farmers throughout the nation. 
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METHANE GAS CONFERENCE CLOSES 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 28 Sep 81 p 1 


[Text] On the afternoon of 26 September 1981 at the Hat Dok Keo Agricultural 
Station, Hat Sai Fong District, Vientiane Province, there was a closing ceremony 
for the conference on methane gas produced from manure. It was very successful 
after research and study on theory and practice for 15 days. There was a total 
of 50 cadre from the provinces of Vientiane, Luang Prabang, Xieng Khouang, 
Savannakhet, Champassak, and the services concerned, who received training. 


When they passed this training session, the representatives of every region 
were deeply aware of the value of methane. The reason is that methane can be 
collected by various methods and tanks built to produce it. There is a wide 
range of uses for methane, for cooking, lighting, and running motors. One cubic 
meter of methane can light a lamp equal to 60 watts for 6 hours and can cook 
three meals for a family of five. It can run an engine of 1 horsepower (inter- 
nal combustion type) for 2 hours. It can produce 1.25 kilowatts of electricity. 
It is comparable to 5.5 kg of firewood and 1.5 kg of coal. 


This use of methane is not only to obtain fuel; ome also gets the best fertil- 
izer to use in cultivation. It makes the housewife who cooks happy. There are 
no noxious emissions as with firewood and there is less eye and lung irritation 
from smoke. Health conditions inside the house are better. Besides, the farmers 
improve their livestock raising by enclosing their stock in a cattle pen in 
order to collect the manure and put it to use. It reduces the destruction of 

the forests also. 
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KHONG SEDONE DISTRICT POPULATION--Khong Sedone District has a population of 
33,594. Agriculture is its base. In brief, this district has plenty of rice 
anifish.

PRIME MINISTER ANNOUNCES CRASH ECONOMIC PROGRAM 
BK201521 Hong Kong AFP in English 0904 GMT 20 Feb 82 
[Report by Kedar Man Singh] 


[Text] Katmandu, 20 Feb (AFP)--Prime Minister Surya Bahadur Thapa has announced 
a crash economic programme aimed at boosting Nepal's industrial and agricultural 
development. Under the new economic measures, the government is to permit private 
sector banking and to allow foreign banks to operate in this mountainous kingdon, 
effective immediately. 


Mr Thapa, in a 3,000-word policy speech over Radio Nepal today, emphasized the 
neei to end the “crisis of confidence" among the people over the cowmtry's 


development and to improve the living standard of the low income brackets. 


The changed political context following a national referendum and general elections 
“enjoins us to give a serious look at the problems of economic development and 
focus our whole-hearted attention toward taking up some immediate measures to 
achieve the same," Mr Thapa continued. 


“People have started doubting the capability of the administration as a result 
of the failure to complete development projects on time," Mr Thapa said. 


"The anomalies that existed in the economic sector have spurred the tendency to 
make quick money by resorting to wnhealthy practices rather than engaging in 
honest pursuits,” Mr Thapa continued. “It is high time now that we put an end 
to such things and inculcated people with a sense of decency and propriety." 


The present crash programme is expected to silence Mr Thapa's critics within 
the partyless Panchayat system as well as the political opposition. 


A national Panchayat convention is being called by the “Panchayat Policy and 
Evaluation Committee" in the first half of March in response to demands by a 
group of Panchayat leaders disgrwumtled over the government's economic and 
administrative failings. 


The present economic programme attempted to mobilise the private sector in 
development efforts by permitting them to rum the transport service under a 
syndicate and to undertake irrigation and hydro power generating projects. 








In order to boost the country's industrial sector, Mr Thapa has announced a 
decision to curb imports of luxury goods by controlling import licences and to 
promote “import substitute industries” based on indigenous raw materials and 
develop national exports. 


The decision to allow private sector banking and operation of foreign banks is 
expected to facilitate private investments in big developmental projects under 
the long-term lease system. 


In his new economic programme, Mr Thapa [words indistinct] to control market 
prices through various measures such as opening of fair price shops and main- 
taining stocks of consumer goods. 

He called a halt to the use of forests as a source of revenue, saying that forest 
products would be utilised only to meet the requirements of the people, industries, 
construction and developmental works. 


Mr Thapa said the promotion of exports would be stressed as a means of protecting 
future national interest by curtailing the level of imports. 


He promised to try to gradually maintain parity in the “tariff aad other taxes" 
levied on imports. 
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PRIME MINISTER ON ZONE OF PEACE PROPOSAL 
BK220622 Katmandu External Service in English 1450 GMT 21 Feb 8&2 


[Text] Prime Minister Surya Bahadur Thapa has said Nepal’s proposal for a zone 
[of] peace gathered its strength from the consideration by civilized humanity 

[as heard]. The prime minister was speaking at a function organized on the 
occasion of the 25th anniversary of the Nepal Couwncil of World Affairs in Katmandu 
today. 


Thapa said as we put forth the proposal, we are prepared to accept certain new 
(?adjurations) which it would impose upon us. His majesty's government will be 
prepared to undertake a solem obligation obtaining to our zone of peace proposal 
provided other friendly countries would also accept reciprocal commitments. 


One, Nepal will adhere to the policy of peace, nonalignment and peaceful coexis- 
tence and will constantly endeavor to develop friendly relations with all countries 
of the world regardless of their social and political systems and particularly 
with its neighbors on the basis of equality and respect for each other's indepen- 
dence and sovereignty. 


Two, Nepal will mot resort to the use or threat of force in any way which might 
endanger the peace and security of other countries. 


Three, Nepal will seek peaceful settlement of all disputes between her and other 
state or states. 


Four, Nepal will not interfere in the internal affairs of other states. 
Five, Nepal will not permit any activities on its soil that are hostile to other 


states. Supporting this proposal and the reciprocity, states supporting this 
proposal will not permit any activity hostile to Nepal. 


Six, Nepal will continue to honor the application of all the existing treaties 
which it has concluded with other cowmtries so long as they remained valid, 
and seven, in conformity with its policy of peace and nonalignment, Nepal will 
not enter into military alliance, nor will it allow the establishment of any 
foreign military base on its soil. 











In reciprocity, other countries supporting this proposal will not enter into 
military alliance, nor will they allow establishment of military base on their 
soil directed against Nepal. 


Thapa went on: We are prepared to take up reciprocal commitment. The matters 
raised on this point such as the foreign bases, military alliances and hostile 
activities are not also unfamiliar. They are an integral part of the philosophy 
of nonalignment. 


The modifications of [words indistinct] in terms of scope and the application, 
I do not see how these principles could be wmacceptable to other countries, 
particularly those who like Nepal are committed to serve the cause of peace and 
pursue a policy of nonalignment. Nepal is confident that the zone of peace when 
operative will not only help accelerate development in Nepal, but will also 
contribute to the cause of peace and stability in our region and give the prin- 
ciples of nonalignment new meaning and hope. Pointing out that in 1975 that 
his majesty the king lent a global substance to our foreign policy when at a 
formal reception held on the auspicious occasion of the coronation, his majesty 
formally proposed that Nepal be declared a zone of peace. He said that royal 
speech was self-explanatory in outlining the basic objectives and circumstances 
leading to such a meet. [Sentence as heard] 


Thapa added, we have secured the support of over 26 cowmtries for the peace 
proposal. This includes almost all our neighboring states. We are continuing 

our efforts to gather increased international support to our proposal. I feel 
confident that this proposal, which is prompted by our sincere desire to strengthen 
the cause of peace, will eventually receive the support of the international 
community.

If someone now ta!ks about any new disruption, 
it makes us shudder. We have no good expectations from the Soviet Union but 
the political experts of America with which we are establishing renewed good 
relations, too, are writing such books whicl can never be written by a friend. 
Those people are touring the country without any restrictions. Are they per- 
forming this drama without any briefing from the U.S. State Department? It is 
obviously impossible and, if all this is happening according to a well planned 
scheme, it is essential to inform the people of Pakistan openly about these 
conspiracies. It is the responsibility of the government to ban the entry and 
reproduction of such filthy literature in the country so that our simple-minded 
people have nothing to worry abeuc. 


After the invasion of Afghanistan with an eye on Baluchistan, the Soviet Union 
will not only gain facilities in Pakistan but also in the surrounding areas of 
the West since, in the near future, it intends to reenter the Middle East with 
full strength. Some experts believe that guerrilla activities can soon begin 

in this area, but as long as a basic organized structure is not formed, Russia's | 
advancement in this area is impossible. People in this region are openly a 
arguing this matter. In the light of Soviet historical foreign policy, some = 
people believe that for centuries the Soviet Union has been desirous of reaching 

the warm oceans and its invasion of Afghanistan is a part of the policy of 

advancing toward the Arabian Sea. This step forward cannot be separated from 

Soviet underlying motives. From military viewpoint also, even though Soviet 

chances of capturing the Strait of Hormuz are dim, no expansionist power would 

make such a hasty decision. Baluchistan cannot defend itself against the Soviet 

Union. If this analysis is rejected for being incorrect then we must believe 

that the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and American, Chinese and Japanese unity 

are all efforts made to subdue the swiftly arising Islamic movements in Iran and 

Pakistan. 


The tribal system is still fully intact in Baluchistan and the landlords are 
still the rulers there. They keep on opposing the progressive programs being 
introduced by the federal government. Evidently, therefore, such landlords 

would not accept the establishment of a Marxist society in their area. Perhaps 
that is the reason why the Soviet Union has openly opposed the ideology of 
estaolishing greater Baluchistan in Pakistan or Irani-Baluchistan area. If there 
is any truth in this analysis, the Soviet Union will have to unite itself with 
nationalist groups and they will have to commence the basic task by cooperating 
with the non-communists. Since such an organizational structure does not exist 
in Baluchistan, the Soviets will not take the risk of military campaign there, 
otherwise, it will also have to contemplate confrontation with the United States. 
In order to activate and elevate to a worthwhile position any nationalist move- 
ment in Baluchistan, one will have to provide it with enormous military, finan- 
cial and technical aid. It would be appropriate to mention here that according 
to the Marxist and communist ideology, allied nationalists, leaving aside their 
rebelliousness or ability to govern an independent state, are considered 
untrustworthy. 


Baluchistan's present leadership too has created a puzzling situation for Soviet 
leadership because whenever the Baluchi leaders do speak up, even the rulers of 
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the Soviet Union cannot escape their sharp verbal attacks. This in spite of 
the fact that as a strong supporter of freedom-loving movements, the Soviet 
Union backs up Baluchistan's point of view. 


Those people who feel, therefore, that Russian intervention in Baluchistan is 
possible are totally wrong. The advancement of the Soviet Union into this area 
depends largely on Pakistan's attitude and dealings with the Soviet Union. Just 
like the 1958 to 1966 era, if Pakistan gives permission for its areas to be used 
for anti-Soviet activities, the Soviet Union's counterattacks in Baluchistan and 
North West Frontier Province will be unavoidable. In other words, if Pakistan 
permits America to utilize its air and sea-ports, Kremlin will regard it as an 
act of provocation. Under these circumstances, there are possibilities for Soviet 
pressure around Pakistani frontiers. 


America has varied interests in the Middle East. Oil holds a key factor eco- 
nomically while from military viewpoint, the Suez Canal, Strait of Bosphorus, 
Danial Pass and the Persian Gulf are all very important. America instantly 
began to realize the advantages of Suez when, in 1971, Britain decided to recall 
its forces from the east of the Suez Canal. Wow, according to the American 
foreign policy, the protection of the Gulf states which have abundance of oil 
wealth is extremely essential. In 1973, when Shah Faisal stopped the shipment 
of oil to those European countries which supported Israel, America and its allies 
perceived greater importance of this area which thus became a field of contest 
between two big powers. Since the oil pipeline constitutes a lifeline for the 
European countries including Japan, this region is the first priority of the 
American foreign policy. 


After the invasion of Afghanistan, Soviet access to Baluchistan and the Gulf 
states has enhanced the significance of Baluchistan for America and the Western 
countries. The departure of the shah due to the American policy in Iran and the 
establishment of an anti-imperialist government in Tehran have increased the 
importance of that area more. Besides, Anwar al-Sadat's assassination in Egypt 
has greatly alarmed America and it has come to regard Baluchistan's coastal 
region as an unexpected blessing. This is the turning point which led to the 
termination of American opposition to the atomic processing plant and prompted 
the Reagan government to review the 1959 defense treaty with Pakistan. In view 
of this, America has offered to sell the most modern planes and other military 
equipment to Pakistan. However, since America is shrewd in business, it has 
taken advantage of this delicate situation also and has laid a condition of cash 
payment for this transaction. When Reagan came to power, the economic condition 
of America was poor. The worsening economic condicions played a major role in 
the defeat of the former president Carter. So, on one hand Reagan satisfied his 
country's farmers by signing a 4-year contract of selling wheat to the Soviet 
Union. On the other hand, by continuously protesting against Soviet invasion 

of Afghanistan, he created a cold-war atmosphere and regenerated his war indus- 
try by selling AWACS planes to Saudi Arabia and most sophisticated military 
equipment to Pakistan, payment for which was received from Saudi Arabia. This 


gave financial stability to his country and apparently, his own country's needs 
were thus covered up. 


By offering military and economic aid to Pakistan, America wishes to achieve two 
aims. First is to gain the beneficial facilities of the sea-ports along the 
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coast of Baluchistan and secondly, it might ask Pakistan for some bases to spy 
on Russia. Since, in view of clear statements made by Pakistan's President Gen 
Muhammad Zia-ul-Haq there are no apparent signs for America to acquire those 
facilities, it is wickedly planning to establish contact with Baluch leaders in 
order to instigate them for a movement demanding greater Baluchistan. America 
wishes to involve them in some sort of feud of evil bargaining since the Baluch 
chiefs, being feudal-minded, are already under the influence of America. The 
Western capitalistic system can protect their interests better than the Soviet 
economic structure. 





Harrison's book which we have mentioned earlier in this article gives a plan of 
greater Baluchistan. It also emphasizes that Pakistan should not be provided 
with military aid because its future is covered with thundering clouds of dark~ 


ness. He has suggested that America act upon the proposition of greater 
Baluchistan by collaborating with the Baluch leaders before the arrival of the 


Soviet Union there. 


Bearing all these factors in mind, we must stay alert and vigilant. We will have 
to bid farewell to the policy of having permanent friendship or enmity with any 


country since the United States, the USSR and India are all ready to pawn our 
beloved country in order to achieve their objectives.

[Editorial: "The Little Man's Load"] 


[Text] In spite of the oft-repeated assertions of the financial pundits of the 
country that inflation has been contained and prices have been steady, the 
realities or the situction are very different. The fact is that the little man 
is being crushed under the severest burden of high prices, a large piece of it 
having been generated by taxation, both direct and indirect. Speaking of direct 
taxation, the minimm of Rs 12,000 instituted over a decade or so ago remains 
intact while its value, in terms of purchasing power has been cut down to below 
Rs 3,000 at the old rates. That would be one of the lowest taxation minimas in 
the world. The shoe, however, pinches very hard in the indirect aspects of the 
taxes. In the last few years, impositions have been made on items of energy with 
the pious hopes (or hypocritical cold-presses) that they would not affect the 
products produced with the use of energy. If hopes they were, they have not 
fructified. Price hikes have taken place alround. But, apart from energy there 
are ever-widening vista of consumer items which are being taxed, enabling the 
traders and producers to collect many times over from the consumers. If one 
were to list those items which are being imposed upon, the list would exceed 
many lakhs. Some examples here would not be out of reason. The entertainment- 
hungry public has to pay a large part of his cinema rates to the Government, 
ranging from 50 to 60 per cent in various provinces. The residue left for the 
exhibitors and the producers is not enough to go round to back a flourishing film 
industry. The travelling public has to pay 15 per cent tax for his hotelling as 
well as eating in a decent restaurant. In fact, there is hardly any normal as- 
pect of active life where one does not have to pay off part of it to the Govern- 
men’. 


The enormous amounts so collected are utilised in the maintenance of huge bureau- 
cratic establishments, many of which are totally redundant or could do with less 
highly-paid manpower. In many of these establishments, the emoluments, are of 
two dimensions: one is the legal and official one and the other what may be 
called un»fficial one. The price hikes having reached a dimension where an 
honest man is bound to turn into a beggar unless he puts his honesty on the 
bidding counter. When he does so, he contributes another variety of indirect 
taxation which does not appear on the statistician's table. The ready money he 
offers in the local market is beyond expectation, and contributes a push to the 
already inherent inflationary trends. The victim is generally one who is outside 
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the pale of such earning activity. The sharp edge of the high prices is general- 
ally not apparent to a casual observer because of certain factors. About ten per 
cent of the population receives remittances from workers abroad, especially by 
people who were formerly counted in the low-income groups, and most of this money 
goes to tlhe local bazaar tor indiscriminate purchasing, at inflated prices. A 
section of the trade benefits by it by making several hundred per cent profits 
providing it with a false sense of prosperity. To this may be added the shoals 

of Government servants who make money on the side, through graft, thefts and 
embezzlements. Many of the Government's own or semi-Government organisations 

run at a loss because their budgets find their way into private pockets. Many 

of them are overloaded with staff which is superfluous. This is apart from the 
higher echelons who receive fabulous emoluments by right for doing little or 
nothing. The combined purchasing capacities of all these give a false impression 
of prosperity. All put together, the percentage of such people would hardly be 
beyond 30. The rest, 70 per cent or more, are being crushed under the millstones 
of taxes, corruption and incompetence. 





With the standards of living running high in the urban centres, along with 
tainted money, there is little official saving. Savings, in modern economics, 
define the expanding or contracting limits of national development. With less 
savings, in spite of highly attractive incentives, there is little scope for 
progress. As a result of this we are persuaded to go out with the beggar's bowl 
to outside agencies like the World Bank or the Arab friends, who take one look at 
our own savings figures and make it hard for us to get their interest. The 

World Bank, particularly, has been making suggestions which would make it even 
harder to the ordinary citizen to make the ends meet, unless we are ready to cut 
down bureaucratic expenditure, remove taxes in nonessential sectors, create some 
vestige of competence in public utilities, make national commercial organisations 
pay, choke up holes in the pockets and thus bring order out of chaos. This would 
make life easier for many and produce the needed savings for development. All 
this calls for a bit of realism in planning, a down-to-earth study of facts 

in the ground-level atmosphere below the stratosphere in which our planners live 
and think and an appreciation of facts as they are not produced from the imagina- 
tion of lazy little bureaucrats.

AFGHAN REFUGEES IN PAKISTAN TOTAL 2.6 MILLION 
BK201109 Hong Kong AFP in English 1028 GMT 20 Feb 8&2 


[Text] Islamabad, 20 Feb (AFP)--The total of Afghan refugees in Pakistan has been 
reassessed at 2.6 million, up from 2.4 million, after new checks which began 

last month in the northwest frontier province, Pakistani official sources said 
here today. The influx of displaced persons had eazlier declined in December 
with the winter season, during which the registration work was temporarily 
suspended, the sources said. 


However, the sudden rise in the previously recorded figure of nearly 2.4 million 
refugees was noticed in a fresh survey of the Afghan population in the “unsettled 
camps” of the province, and thousands of refugees were counted in Mansehra and 
Haripur districts of the Hazara division, the sources said. 


An increase of about 43,000 people was recorded in the first half of February 
alone, when the late January figures of 2,124,094 rose to 2,167,357 in the 
northwest frontier province alone. A similar increase had been observed in 
Baluchistan Province where about 500,000 Afghan refugees are settled, the sources 
ssid. 


The influx of refugees had never totally stopped since the Marxist coup in 
Afghanistan in December 1979, the Pakistani sources said. However, its rate 
fluctuated depending upon the weather and the situation in Afghanistan. 


Afghan sources believed the recent increase was due to fresh Soviet-Afghan offen- 
sives in troubled Afghan provinces like Kandhar and Ningarhar, and other areas 
of guerrilla activity. 


A large number of Afghan families had set up their own camps in “wauthorised 
areas," while hundreds of others were living with relatives, th: Pakistani sources 
said. The Pakistani Government had therefore decided to shift them to recognized 
camps to streamline the relief work. 


The United Nations Commission for Refugees (UNHCR) also recently recognized a new 
camp set up by fleeing Afghans at Shah Kass in the outskirts of Peshawar. 
However, sources at UNHCR covering the world's largest refugee population were 
concerned about the continued flow of refugees which could complicate the relief 
programme, informed sources said. 


To detect any double registration, Pakistani authorities have ended an identity 


card system, and each family is now being issued with a pass book to maintain 
a complete record of relief goods distributed to them.

A source close to the 
Ministry said there is ‘wide-spread disappointment and demoralisation among the 
senior officers, and ‘representations against the decision were being prepared 

in almost all the sections.’ The source said the absorbees came on deputation as 
Assistant Educational Advisers in Grade-18 from different sources and grades, at 
least one being in Grade 14. Up to 1979 they were treated as a separate category, 
but in 1980 the Ministry issued a joint seniority list, placing the deputationists 
as senior to the direct recruits. On representation from the affected officers 
the Establishment Division rejected the Ministry's list and upheld this position 
till Jan 18, 1981, when ‘something happened’ and the Division suddenly took a 
somersault to the astonishment of all. The Establishment Division has now issued 
a list confirming seniority of the deputationists over the FPSC recruits, who now 
call themselves as ‘disappointees.'

AIR SERVICE ACCORD WITH MALDIVES--An air service agreement between Sri Lanka 

and the Maldivian Republic has been signed in Male. The agreement was signed on 
behalf of Sri Lanka by Minister cf Foreign Affairs A.C.S. Hameed, who is now 

on an official visit there. The agreement, which reflects the successful 
development of civil aviation in both countries, replaces an agreement entered 
into in September 1967. Hameed met the president of Maldive and the Maldivian 
minister of external affairs and during the meeting with President Gayoom, Hameed 
spoke of the need for a detailed study of cultural affinities between Sinhala, 
the Maldivian language and the Finnish [as heard! language. Such a study, he 
observed, should shed more light on the very close cultural link that exists 
between Sri Lanka and the Maldive. Reference was also made to the proposed 

South Asian regional cooperation treaty and the cooperation between Sri Lanka 
and the Maldive for its achievement. The interest of the Maldive in associating 
with the Commonwealth was also discussed.
